The only thing that g:ves usany fort of Comfortis the 
Hopes we have, that neither our Governors nor the AI- 
lies will think of Peace wh'le things are in {0 precarious 
a Situation; a proper Barrier agaiutt France has been the 
Work of a Century, and cannot furely. be abandoned in 
a Moment. Whenour Forces are united, it will ape 
pear that they have Strength fufficient to do fomewhat for 
our Security, and therefore we confidently hope -that 
fomething will be done. ‘Fhe French are-at prefent vidto- 
rious and triumphant, becaufe they have no body t op- 
pote them ; but this will not be the Cafe when the Allies 
come to have 100,000 Men in the Field, as they certgin- 
ly will have long before the Seafon for Military, Opera- 
tions will be over. It will then be feen, whether by of- 
fentive Meafures we may not be able to recover what has 
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been loft by the unfortunate Management of a defenfive 
War; for, with refpe& tothe Maritime Powers, the ob-
